Shantungese Refuse to Set 
Russians Free; Drive on 
Shanghai Unions. 


Shanghai, March 10 (By A. P.).— 
American Minister John MacMurray to- 
day directed the American consul gen- 
eral at Hankow to protest to the Can- 
tonese authorities concerning the dis- 
orders which followed the Cantonese 
occupation of the city of Wuhu, when 
American mission property was looted. 

Wuhu, which is 200 miles west of 
Shanghai, was the center of an anti- 
foreign demonstration throughout Tues- 
day and yesterday, during which the 
customs house and Customs club were 
wrecked by rioters. The foreign men 
in the city were concentrated under 
the protection of warships, while a 
group of foreign women and children 
were placed aboard the steamer Kutwo, 
which left Wuhu today. 

An earlier report said that American 
women and children had been placed 
aboard the United States destroyer 
Preble. It was not certain whether 
these also were taken aboard the 
Kutwo before she sailed for Shanghai.

quence. Shangtung troops continued to 
arrive at Nanking, however, where they 
took up positions to defend the Nan- 
king-Shanghai line of communication. 


Soviet Protest Made. 


The soviet consul general went to 
Nanking this morning in an effort to 
obtain the release of Mme. Borodin, 
wife of the Cantonese adviser and the 
three Russian couriers who were ar- 
rested last Saturday aboard the soviet 
steamer Pamiat Lenina. He was met 
with the answer that the entire mat- 
ter lay solely with the government at 
Peking. 

The consul asserted that the Chinese 
military search of the Pamiat Lenina 
had revealed nothing objectionable 
aboard and that the ship’s captain was 
making a deposition which would be 
used in further protests by the soviet 
government against the vessel’s seizure 
and the detention of the Russians. 

Reports current yesterday that the 
three Russian couriers had been exe- 
cuted were emphatically denied by the 
Chinese authorities today. who said that 
the three men were being closely guard- 
ed at Tsinan, and that they were be- 
ing well treated. A close investigation 
is being conducted by the Chinese of- 
ficials to determine the accuracy of 
reports by the arresting officers that 
@ mass of red propaganda had been 
found aboard the Pamiat Lenina and 
very little tea. 

Meanwhile reports received here in- 
dicate that Mme. Borodin and the 
three couriers, although detained as 
prisoners, are being lavishly entertain- 
ed by their Chinese captors.

Albert Frick, the 22-year-old youth who 
ived for four and one-half days al-° 
though powerless to breathe, lost his 


The boy who was kept alive through 
the efforts of threescore fellow em- 
ployes who breathed for nim with their 
hands through artificial respiration, 
died tonight at an Evasnton hospital 
at 10:12 o’clock, 108 hours after arti- 
ficial respiration had been started last 
Sunday morning. 

Frick, a victim of Landry’s paralysis, 
a form of creeping paralysis which 
nearly always has proven fatal, amazed 
medical science by living for four and 
one-half days while his friends, work- 
ing in pairs for fifteen minutes each, 
induced respiration by compressing and 
relaxing pressure on his paralyzed dia- 
phragm. 

He died after a valiant fight for life 
and with many of the threescore men 
who had worked over him in tears as 


they saw their efforts proved unavail- 
ing to check the creeping palsy that 
started in his limbs last Saturday and 
mounted Sunday morning to his dia- 
phragm. 

At 10 o'clock last Sunday morning 
Frick stopped breathing. His heart was 
still beating, however, and doctors re- 
sorted to artificial respiration. Then 
fellow employes of the Public Service 
Co. of Northern Illinois were called in 
and threescore of them had forced him 
to breath since that time. 

While the youth gasped out encour- 
agement or a jest, his friends, working 
in pairs, one on each side of the para- 
lyzed boy, compressed his diaphragm. 
Then they relaxed. Then they com- 
pressed. Thus they produced the same 
effect as though Frick bu ecveies were 
breathing.

Small Bone Is Fractured and 
Veteran Pitcher Will

MAY NOT PITCH OPENER

Tampa, Fla., March 10.—Walter John- 
son suffered a fracture of a small bone 
in his left foot when struck by a ball 
off the bat of Joe Judge during prac- 
tice of the Washington club Tuesday, 
X-ray pictures taken tonight disclosed. 
The fracture has been set and the 
foot encased in a plaster cast. The vet- 
eran pitcher will return to Washington 
Sunday. 

The injury, at first thought not seri- 
ous, will incapacitate Johnson for at 
least three weeks, President Clark Grif- 
fith said, and will handicap him great- 
ly in his training. Whether or not he 


will pitch the first game in Washing- 
ton, which has been his custom for | 
many years, is doubtful. 

The accident may prove a serious | 
blow to the Washington club’s pen- 
nant aspirations, for Johnson is one 
of the three veteran pitchers on the 
team. Should he not be available for 
duty at the start of the campaign, 
Manager Harris will be forced to de- 
pend largely upon his corps of recruit 
pitchers. Coveleskie and Marberry are 
the other veterans with the club. 

Johnson was pitching in batting 
practice at the time of the accident 
and was unable to avoid being hit by 
Judge’s fast liner. He saw the ball 
coming toward him, about 8 inches 
from the ground, and half turned, but 
was struck on the ankle. He was as- 
sisted from the field by teammates and 
first aid applied by Trainer Mike Mar- 
tin, but the seriousness of the injury 
was not then known. 

The hurt was painful throughout last 
night, and today Johnson spent most 
of the time in his room. Upon learn- 
ing of the fracture, he decided to re- 
turn to Washington and join the club 
when it returned there, after the barn- 
storming trip with the Giants. 

Despite the fracture, it is not thought 
that Johnson will be greatly handi- 
capped after resuming training. The 
veteran is always in fine physical condi- 
tion, and he is expected to recover 
pitching form rapidly after convalesc- 
ing in Washington.

American hopes for further curbing 
competitve naval building advanced a 
long stride yesterday when British ac- 
ceptance of the three-power conference 
plan was received at the State Depart- 
ment. 

Word from Japan is still awaited, but 
with acceptance assured. Preparation 
of formal notes of invitation to ratify 
verbal agreements for a meeting at 
Geneva this summer has already be- 
gun. 

Paralleling these definite steps toward 
a. three-power conference runs the 
strong hope of Washington authorities 
that France and Italy ultimately will 
find it possible to participate in some 
degree. 

The British acceptance was delivered 
verbally by Ambassador Howard to 
Acting Secretary Grew. Ambassador 
Matsudiara is expected to communicate 
Japan’s acceptance as soon as he hears 
from Tokyo. 


No U. S. Formula Seen. 


It is already certain that the formal 
invitations will contain no American 
formula for extending the principles 
of the Washington treaty to auxiliary 
craft, nor any other declarations that 
will prevent the free and open consider- 
ation of every aspect of the question at 
Geneva. 

There will be no effort on the part of 
the Washington government to hasten 
the Geneva deliberations unduly. The 
American plan contemplates the most 
extensive consideration of the difficult 
economic and international questions 
tied up with naval building programs 
in order that a maximum degree of lim- 
itation, consistent with national secur- 
ity for each government, may be ob- 
tained. 

For that reason there will be no effort 
to propose a formula in advance, prob- 
ably not even as to ratios, although the 
five-five-three Washington treaty agree- 
ment as to the more vital element of 
battleships and airplane carriers natur- 
ally may be expected to prevail.

EX-CHARGE HOLDS 
SECRET DOCUMENT 


Asserts Many in Responsible 
Posts Are Incapable of 
“Mental Exertion.” 


Possible revelation of an important 
diplomatic secret, coupled with 
vitriolic attack on news methods em- 
ployed by the Department of State, are 
the latest manifestations of unrest in 
the American diplomatic service. 

Charges of incompetence, neglect of 
important news dispatches, “high-bat- 
ting of newspaper correspondents, .ex- 
travagant waste of government funds to 
transmit worthless information, and 
general lack of fitness for their posi- 
tions have been leveled at members of 
the division of current information at 
the State Department. The author of 
the accusations is Lawrence Dennis, re- 
cently resigned American charge 
@’affaires at Nicaragua. 

Mr. Dennis, who is still at his post 
in Managua, assails the State Depart- 
ment in a closely typewritten commu- 
nication to the department covering 
twelve large pages of foolscap. It has 
just reached Washington. 

“English mannerisms” and “super- 
cilious affectations” are the vogue when 
dealing with newspaper men, Dennis 
states. Press correspondents are treated 
like “pulling infants.” White-spatted 
cliques, utterly unfitted for mental ex- 
ertion, send out lengthy and ridiculous 
cablegrams, apparently copied verbatim 
from the Congressional Record, he says. 
As an instance Mr. Dennis tells of one 
cable, in 33 pages of code, which con- 
tains a senatorial speech on current 
politics. 

Such phrases as “Does the gentle- 
man yield?” occur in the cablegram, 
showing, according to Mr. Dennis, that 
there has been no revision in text. 
The division of current information, he 
said, distributed this particular oration 
to American embassies and legations in 
South America, with instructions to 
give it to the press. Of course, adds 
Mr. Dennis, this was impossible and 
the 33 pages of code were lost. “Shall 
a busy senator be expected to go 
through the department files. and do 
all the work for the bureau of infor- 
mation?” he concludes. 

Five correspondents of outstanding 
American newspapers, stationed at 
Managua, add their complaints of 
“high-handed” treatment to Mr. Den- 
nis’ communication. One of them de- 
scribes how he requested a civil an- 
swer on an international question from 
a state department official here, but 
was dismissed with a lordly gesture. 
Others cite similar lack of considera- 
tion. Mr. Dennis blames, rather, the 
higher sources of information in the 
department than the man whose duty 
it is to accord the press whatever news 
has been transmitted to him.

Mexico City, March 10.—It is reported 
here in semiofficial circles that the 
Mexican government, after a conference 
between President Calles, Manuel Tel- 
lez, Mexican Ambassador to Washing- 
ton, who has just returned to Mexico 
City, and Foreign Minister Saenz, is 
on the point of granting concessions 
asked by Washington. It is said for- 
mer President Alvaro Obregon has 
thrown his weight in the balance in 
favor of an amicable adjustment of 
the differences between the two govern- 
ments. 

Ambassador Tellez is said to have 
emphasized the determined attitude of 
President Coolidge and that there is no 
hope of changing Mr. Coolidge at 
least. 

Undoubtedly, the seriousness of the 
last two American notes is preoccupy- 
ing the Mexican authorities, as the con- 
tents were not communicated even to 
those very close to the government who 
have known the contents of former 
notes. 

Payment for Lands. 


Among the points on which Mexico 
is expected to yield is the attitude of 
consistently refusing payment for 
American lands seized for agrarian and 
other ends, and it will propose a 
scheme for gradual payment for these 
lands. It is said concessions will be 
made to the oil interests sufficient to 
satisfy them and that guarantees will 
be given for the protection of lives and 
properties of foreigners resident in 
Mexico, especially Americans. 

It is said here in semiofficial circles 
that the recent American note threat- 
ened the removal of the embargo on 
arms and that Ambassador Tellez in- 
dicated in his conference with Pregi- 
dent Calles and Foreign Minister Saenz 
that the American government would 
make the removal of the embargo ef- 
fective on April 1 if an agreement with 
Mexico is not reached or steps made in 
that direction before that date. It is 
reported that the threat coincides with 
the expiration of the treaty with Mexico, 
to this end. } 

Conditions Force Calles.

RESULTS IN TOMORROW 


A sweeping inquiry into the prob- 
lem of habitual tardiness in the pub- 


lic schools, which Franklin school of- 
ficials admit has grown to serious pro- 
portions of late, is drawing to a close 
today. 

The survey was ordered to begin Mon- 
day by Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Stephen E. Kramer,. and 
throughout the week a careful check 
has been made by principals. The re- 
sults of the inquiry will be filed with 
Franklin school officials tomorrow. 

“In certain buildings tardiness has 
become a sérious matter,” Assistant 
Superintendent Kramer told principals. 
“Admittedly it always has been a diffi- 
cult problem to correct. Whereas our 
attendance office has the authority to 
proceed in the correction of illegal ab- 
sence, the law at present does not 
grant similar authority in cases of 
tardiness.” 

Mr. Kramer explained that the 
week’s check was made for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining just how serious 
the problem has become. He instruct- 
ed the principals to regard all pupils 
arriving during the morning period 
after 10:30 o’clock as tardy, not ab- 
sent. : 

In their report on the survey, the 
principals were told to make state- 
ments on the total cases of tardiness 
in their buildings, dividing the tardy 
pupils into four divisions; those arriv- 
ing between 9 and 9:15 a. m.; between 
9:15 and 9:30; between 9:30 and 10:30; 
and those arriving after 10:30. The 
figures probably will be turned over to 
the attendance office, which will fol- 


low up the individual cases, taking 
such action as the law may permit.

DA. HOUCK AND MOTHER 


Physician, Released From 
Baltimore Hospital, Figured 
in Disappearance Case. 


The Washington police will have to 
go to LaCrosse, Wisc., now if they want 
to talk to, Dr. Knutt Houck in connec- 
tion with the mysterious disappearance 
of his wife in December. 


. Dr. Houck, who was held under a 
24-hour police guard here for a week 
after his wife disappeared, was released 
from Johns Hopkins hospital in Balti- 
more yesterday and his mother, Mrs. 
Mary Houck, announced she would take 
him to her home in LaCrosse. 

Mrs. Gladys W. Houck, the missing 
wife, disappeared from ker home in 
Congress Heights the night of Decem- 
ber 13, following a quarrel with Dr. 
Houck. Nothing has been heard of her 
since. In their hunt for her police 
searched the river and the woods near 
the Houck home and even pried into 
the sewers in that neighborhood. 

Dr. Houck left the city after his 
wife’s disappearance and was picked up 
in Hornell, N. Y., two days later. He 
was taken into custody while walking 
the streets in scanty attire and after 
he had caused a. violent scene in a 
hotel. 

Dr. Houck, who had been a psychi- 
atrist at St. Elizabeths hospital, was 
brought back to this city and placed 
under mental observation at Gallinger 
hospital. Meanwhile a policeman was 
assigned to guard him day and night. 

Subsequently his mother had him 
transferred to Walter Reed hospital. 
Her next step was to take him to Johns 
Hopkins, although Assistant District 
Attorney Horning protested vigorously. 
Won it came to a show-down, how- 
ever, Horning had to admit that there 
was no evidence that a crime had been 
committed and that therefore there 
was no way in which he could keep 
Dr. Houck in this jurisdiction. 

No official statement ever has been 
made as to Dr. Houck’s mental status, 
although a psychiatrist at Gallinger 
said he was “not normal.” Dr. Houck 
told reporters he knew he had been 
crazy. 

Headquarters detectives who worked 
on the mystery are divided as to what 
happened, som: holding that Mrs. 
Houck is dead and others contending 
that she is simply in hiding.

“Sinclair Lewis stood in the pulpit 
of a Kansas City church last spring 
and defied God to strike him dead.

Relief Work Pressed. 


Tokyo, March 10 (By A. P.).—Relief 
measures for the thousands made 
homeless in central Japan by Monday’s 
earthquake were in full swing today, 
all government agencies throwing their

Another prominent. scientist, now in 
the quake zone, Dr. Akitsune Imamura, 
estimated that the amplitude of the 
quake was twice as great as that of 
1925 and that its destructive force was 
five times greater. He expressed the 
cpinion that the quake zone was gradu- 
ally moving to the east. 

Relief funds for the victims of the 
quake are being raised by the Tokyo 
municipality and the chamber of com- 
merce, while prefectural governors are 
being urged to collect supplies and 
money. 

American Ambassador McVeagh called 
on the foreign ministry this morning 
to present the sympathy of the United 
States and to offer Red Cross assistance. 
Foreign Minister Shidehara expressed 
appreciation of the visit, but said that 
he did not believe outside aid was 
necessary, since the government and 
prefectures apparently were able to 
handle the situation.

Embassy Told 2,484 Died, 
41,190 Are Hurt in Quake 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The Japanese embassy was informed 
yesterday that the most recent official 
check of earthquake casualties places 
the number of dead at 2,484 and in- 
jured at 41,190. A cablegram from the 
Tokyo foreign office also stated that 
8,237 houses were totally or partially 
burned or destroyed. 

Japan’s determination to take care 
without outside assistance of the suf- 
fering and distress caused by the re- 
cent earthquake was evident yesterday 
im official advices reaching the State 
and War departments. 

A tender of War Department aid was 
made by Secretary Davis as soon as 
word of the disaster reached him. It 
was transmitted through Lieut. Col. 
Charles Burnett, American military at- 
tache in Tokyo, to the Japanese min- 
ister of war. The minister expressed 
appreciation, but informed Col. Burnett 
that, due to the restricted area of the 
earthquake and the amount of damage 
done, “local authorities are able to 
handle the situation.” 


PRINCESS AND TAHIL 
ON TRIAL IN REVOLT 
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Moro Chief in Court Crowd 
at Jolo, on Island of 
Sulu. 


Jolo, Island of Sulu, March 10 (By 
A. P.).—The trial of Datu Tahil, high 
Moro chieftain, and his aid, Datu Tar- 
son, on charges growing out of the 
recent rebellion in which Tahil’s wife, 
Princess Tarhata Kiram, figured, start- 
ed here today in the court of first in- 
stance. Trial of other rebels captured 
by the Philippine constabulary will be 
held later. 

Tahil’s case brought forth 62 prose- 
cution witnesses and 50 defense wit- 
nesses, and the courtroom was crowded. 
The princess, a niece of the Sultan of 
Sulu and fourth wife of’Tahil, was an 
interested spectator. The trial is ex- 
pected to last two weeks. 

What is to be done with the princess, 
who was educated in America, has not 
been decided. She was captured short- 
ly after having fled from the rebel fort 
with her husband and a few of his fol- 
lowers. Since then she has been kept 
in partial confinement. She is facing 
charges similar to those against her 
husband. Many believe, in view of her 
relationship with the sultan, that if 
convicted she will not be sent to prison 
but will be held as a ward of the gov- 
ernment with restricted liberty.

Ohio Operators Say They Will 
Shut Down Should Agree- 
ment Fail. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 10 (By A. 
P.).—Apparently checkmated, -both the 
union miners and operators watch each 
other across the board of the central 
competitive bituminous coal fields, for 
the next move in an economic game 
that will terminate on April 1, either 
with a renewal of contract relations or 
a strike of workers. 


While it has been stated a failure 
to negotiate a contract would result 
in the United Mine Workers calling 
out only the 165,000 members of the 
central fields, this is only tentative. 
The policy committee of the United 
Mine Workers, meeting the latter part 
of this month, may reaffirm that policy 
or may vote to call out all of the 360,- 
000 soft coal workers in the 21 states 
and two Canadian provinces of the 
union's jurisdiction 

That districts outside the _ central 
field have been authorized to make 
separate temporary agreements with 
operators is considered likely as a re- 
sult of a report from Johnstown, Pa., 
that negotiations along that line are 
in effect in district No. 2. Johnstown 
representatives contend such an agree- 
ment must continue present wages 
and must terminate if a central field 
pact is signed. 


Officials Decline Comment. 


Officials of the mine workers here 
would not comment upon the Johns- 
town report nor affirm that a policy of 
independent agreements was agreed 
upon at the Miami policy committee 
meeting last month which followed the 
unsuccessful wage conference with op- 
erators. ; 

The union’s policy, should an agree- 
ment not be reached before April 1, 
will be determined at the policy com- 
mittee meeting to be held here, Phila- 
delphia or Washington, a spokesman 
said. Prediction of what course the 
miners will take would be premature, 
and without any basis in fact, he de- 
clared. 

Operators of Indiana, Illinois, Ohio 
and western Pennsylvania—the central 
field—are as reticent as the miners re- 
garding their plans after Marck 31, 
when the present wage scale expires. 
At the Miami conference they insisted 
upon a sliding scale, adjustable to meet 
the competition of the nonunion fields 
of West Virginia, Virginia, Tennessee 
and Kentucky. Should the miners call 
out only. the central field workers it is 
their belief that business will be stimu- 
lated in the other fields, more miners 
will be put to work and much of the 
loss of production in the idle fields 
will be taken up by them. The central 
field contributes 200,000,000 tons of 
coal annually. The other fields employ 
more men than the central, but their 
combined production is no more than 
half of its output. Under the stimu- 
lant of increased demand it is believed 
these fields can deliver 150,000,000 tons 
annually. 


Shutdown Talk in Ohio. 


Columbus, Ohio., March 10 (By A. 
P.).—A general shutdown of mines in 
the Ohio coal field is expected after 
March 31, when the Jacksonville wage 
agreement expires, observers declared 
following a conference of Ohio opera- 
tors here today. The operators attend- 
ing the meeting indicated they were 
getting ready to close their plants for 
an indefinite. period.. 

The operators would not indicate 
what steps would be taken following a 
shutdown. 

They reiterated their contention that 
a competitive scale-must take the place 
of the present Jacksonville agreement, 
holding that only through a competi- 
tive wage rate can they meet prices of 
the nonunion Kentucky and West Vir- 
ginia fields. 

At Bellaire, Ohio, 1,500 men em- 
ployed by the Rail & River Coal Co. 
were notified today that the mines of 
the company would suspend operation 
with the close of the present month. 


Nicaragua Expels 
Aid to Archbishop 


San Salvador, Republic of Salvador, 
March 10 (By A. P.).—Stanislauo Mon- 
tenegro, a priest, secretary to Archbish- 
op Lazcano, of Nicaragua, has arrived 
here, stating that he was expelled by 
the Nicaraguan conservative govern- 
ment under. Adolfo Diéz. 

Father Montenegro said he had op- 
posed the “American intervention” in 
Nicaragua because he considered ‘the 
Protestant influence” dangerous to his 
country.

Germany to Ask Evacuation 
of Occupied Territory; — : 
Allies May Agree. 


Geneva, March 10 (By A. P.).— 
Women won another victory in the 
League of Nations today when, on rec- 
ommendation of Dr. Gustav Strese- | 
mann, the German foreign minister, the | 
council resolyed to appoint three 
women experts as official delegates to | 
the international economic conference 
convoked for April 5. 

The approving resolution § recites 
that, having rendered admirable serv- 
ices in the domain of economics and 
in the practical solution of domestic 
problems, and moreover being responsi- 
ble for household expenditures which 
are often seriously affected by sudden 
economic changes, women are entitled 
to outline their views at the confer- 
ence. 

Political developments point to a 
concentrated effort by statesmen in Ge- 
néva to force soviet Russia out of her 
isolation and to invite her cooperation 
in the European concert and the 
league of nations in the interest of both 
herself and European economic recon- 
struction. 

Neighboring states, like Poland, Lat- 
via, Lithuania and Roumania are 
known to be opposed to any bloc which 
would be hostile to Russia, and insist 
that a disarmament conference without 
Russian participation is doomed to 
failure. 

Swiss Entente Asked. 


Efforts are being made also to settle 
the dispute between Switzerland and 
Russia resulting from the assassination 
in 1923 of Vorovsky, the soviet ambas- 
sador to, switzerland, so that the Mos- 
cow government no longer will be able 
to defend its boycott of Geneva. 

Dr. Stresemann told the press today 
that he was convinced that the report 
that Sir Austen Chamberlain, British 
foreign secretary, was trying to form a 
world bloc against Russia was untrue. 
He also ridiculed an allegation credited 
to the Soviet newspaper Izvestia that 
Poland and Germany were seeking to 
form a Cossack republic under their 
protectorate. 

Denying that the treaties of Rapallo 
and Berlin contained secret clauses, 
the foreign minister said Germany 
wanted Russia to have healthy rela- 
tions with other countries because real 
economic reconstruction was impossible 
with 150,000,000 persons left out of 
consideration. It was to Germany’s in- 
terest, he concluded, that there should 
be no political complications between 
Russia, Great Britain and others.

Growers of wine grapes in California 
are giving their whole-hearted support 
to the Antisaloon league, it was charg- 
ed last night by Capt. W. H. Stayton, 
of the Association Against the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment.

CONTROL OF ORY FORGE 


Will Leave Details of Enforce- 
ment to New Prohibition 
Commissioner. 


SELECTION STILL IN DOUBT 


That Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
will retain complete authority over 
prohibition enforcement even after the 
new bureau system authorized by Con- 
gress is made effective, was emphasized 
yesterday at the Treasury. Gen. An- 
drews will be able to leave the details 
to the new prohibition commissioner 
who is to be named so that he will 
have plenty of time for other duties, 
but the final say in all matters of 
public policy will remain with him and 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

There is a bitter fight on for the 
vacant post of head of the prohibition 
bureau, but Secretary Mellon said yes- 
terday that he will make no choice 
until after the return here next week 
of Gen. Andrews. The leading candi- 


date at the present time is former 
Commander J. D. Pennington, now in 
charge of the Pittsburgh district, but 
the heads of the Antisaloon league are 
bringing pressure to bear to have Maj. 
Roy A. Haynes, former chief of the 
enforcement unit, named to the new 
$7,500 job. 

Secretary Mellon, in discussing the 
general plans for the new bureau, said 
that there will be no essential changes 
made. The new prohibition commis- 
sioner will have much greater adminis- 
trative powers than heretofore because 
the new law transfers the unit from 
the jurisdiction of the internal revenue 
bureau to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for his delegation of the work as 
he sées fit. General Andrews will con- 
tinue to be the “contact” officer In 
directing the work of prohibition en- 
forcement, Secretary Mellon said. 

The fact that President Coolidge has 
made it plain that he will have nothing 
to do with the selection of the new 
head of the bureau places the matter 
entirely in Secretary Mellon’s hands. 
It is generally expected that Maj. 
Haynes will not be named, but the 
pressure. in his behalf may turn out 
so strong as to eventually eliminate 
from consideration the name of Com- 
mander Pennington, at this time the 
leading candidate. Several names from 
outside of the prohibition unit have 
been suggested to Mr. Mellon, among 
them some well-known Republicans 
who would be satisfactory to both the 
wet and dry element in Congress. The 
Treasury head, however, refused to dis- 
close the identity of any of these men. 


TWO MARYLAND MEN

Kent County Wife Beater to 
Be Lashed While Tied to 
Tree, Says Sheriff. 


Baltimore, March 10 (By A. P.).—

Italo-British Agreement to} 


Ratify Annexation Treaty 
Is Denounced. 


NOT TO BE RECOGNIZED; 


IS TERMED WORTHLESS. 


Giving Territory to Roumania 


Part of Anticommunist 
scheme, Is Charge. 


Moscow, March 10 (By A. P.).—Italy’s 
ratification of the treaty recognizing 
the annexation of the former Russian 
province of Bessarabia to Roumanila 
provokes bitter outbursts in the soviet 
press and will probably bring a vigorous 
note from the Moscow government. 

The newspaper Izvestia, mouthpiece 
of the government, terms the Italian 
ratification an act “openly unfriendly | 
to soviet Russia’ and a menace to the. 
friendly relations between the two 
countries. 

It suspects that the recent visit to 
Italy of Winston Churchill, British 
chancellor of the exchequer, kad some- 
thing to do with expediting the rati- 
fication and “influencing Mussolini 
against the soviet.” 

The treaty, it adds, is worthless and 
will never be recognized by Russia as 
in any way binding. 


Others Had Ratified It. 


The treaty of Paris of October 28, 
1920, recognizing Roumania’s annex- 
ation of Bessarabia became effective 
with Italy’s ratification, as it had pre- 
viously been approved by Great Britain 
and France, and only three ratifications 
were stipulated as necessary to give it 
force. Japan, another signatory, has 
not yet ratified it. 

Reports that Great Britain had in- 
fluenced Italy’s ratification were cir- 
culated in Geneva Tuesday after an- 
nouncement of the Italian action. In 
response to these, the British foreign 
secretary, Sir Austen Chamberlain, who 
is attending the League of Nations 
council sessions, called the correspond- 
ents together and categorically stated 
that Britain was not trying to form a 
bloc against Russia. Reports of that 
nature, he said, while emanating from 
Various capitals, always had been in- 
spired from the same source, implying 
the soviet union.

HEIFETZ IN TITLE ROLE 


Rachmaninoff’s opera “Aleko” was 


creditably presented for the first time 
in Washington last night in the Jewish 
Community center by the dZalipsky 
opera studio. Mme. Marie Zalipsky 
acted as general director. 

“Aleko” has all the beauties of the 
usual Rachmaninoff composition.

TO COMRADES’ ILL WILL 


Representative Presents Affi- 
davits to Show Man Is 
of Sound Mind. 


Lieut. Comdr. Harry T. Sandlin, navy 
pay officer, was retired from service 
yesterday, as incapacitated for active 
duty, and not under a cloud of un- 
sound mentality, according to Repre- 
sentative Thomas L. Blanton, of Texas, 
who represented the officer’s interests 
before a naval retiring board. 

Representative Blanton said that 
Lieut. Comdr. Sandlin, who had been 
under observation at St. Elizabeths 
hospital and protested against retire- 
ment on grounds of unsound mentality, 
had been retired as ‘incapacitated for 
,active duty,” according to a majority 
of four members of the board, one 
member holding out for his retirement 


as an Officer in a paranoiac or unsound 
mental state.

1 Representative Blanton when he be- 


came interested in the case of the offi- 
cer conferred with Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur regarding the matter, and 
appeared before the retiring board, not, 
as he termed, as counsel for the officer 
but as a representative of the people 
interested in a citizen’s welfare. 


Placed Under Observation. 


Lieut. Comdr. Sandlin, formerly 
stationed at Philadelphia, was ordered 
placed under observation about a year 
ago; later restored to duty, and subse- 
quently replaced under observation in 
St. Elizabeths hospital. Representa- 
tive Blanton attributed his predica- 


ment to the ill will of some comrade 
or comrades, and presented affidavits 
showing him to have been reported 
mentally sound at every annual physi- 
,cal examination from 1913 until 1925. 
/ When hearings opened in January, 
} the naval board ruled against Blanton’s 
appearance before it as a Federal legis- 
lator, although it did not obect to his 
presence as Sandlin’s legal counsel, 
which position the representative from 
Texas did not wish to assume. Repre- 
sentative Blanton left the hearings an- 
nouncing, however, that he would con- 
tinue to safeguard Sandlin’s interests 
and carry his case before Congress if 
necessary. 

When Representative Blanton de- 
parted Lieut. Comdr. Joseph I. Dreisen- 
stok became Sandlin’s counsel before 
the body, which was composed of 
Capts.

FAILS TO SAVE LIFE

out the four days and a half of his 
fight and had directed the efforts to 
save him. 

At the moment he died two of the 
56 fellow employes who had kept him 
alive were at work inducing artificial 
respiration. 

Up until a few hours before his death 
Frick jested grimly with his fellow- 


workers and several times during the 
day had mumbled brief instructions 
regarding their work. 

Herman Frick, the boy’s father, was 
with him when he died but his mother, 
who had left the hospital earlier in 
the evening was not summoned as 
death approached. 

Present besides his father and the 
two men inducing artificial respiration 
were the two attending physicians, Dr. 
H. H. Conley, and Dr. T. E. Conley, and 
a nurse. 

About two hours before the end Frick 
slept fitfully for 15 or 20 minutes but 
doctors were not encouraged by this 
because they said it indicated he was 
growing weaker. 

Frick became ill of what doctors 
diagnosed as influenza. His condition, 
however, developed into a form of 
creeping paralysis concerning which 
little is known in medical science ex- 
cept that it usually attacks youth. 

He was rushed to the _ hospita! 
last Sunday morning at ten o’clock. 

Doctors resorted immediately to arti- 
ficial respiration, and his fellow em- 
ployes responded to the call for aid. 

For four days and five nights they 
kept him alive by forcing his lungs to 
function. 

He had been unable to eat except 
for a few spoonsful of liquid or an in- 
jection of glucose. 


Planned to Attend Party. 


Today he had jested with fellow 
workers and early in the evening he 
indicated his intention of attending a 
party that his father promised to give 
when he recovered. 

The end was dramatic even though 
the patient was unconscious. Frick 
died as a stethoscope was placed to his 
chest by the doctors. 

As this was done the life squad was 
asked to cease work for a moment. 

The stethoscope was placed over his 
heart, then the doctor stood up and 
turning to the life squad said: 

“Boys, it’s all over. You don’t need 
to work any more.” 

The father rose without a word, tears 
streaming down his cheeks, and left 
the room. 

The two workers with tears in their 
eyes lingered a moment, then went 
out to give the news of failure to their 
fellow workers. 

The 56 workers who kept their com- 
rade alive for four and a half days said 
they probably would attend the fun- 
eral in a body. 

Doctor Conley said tonight that he 
would ask the parents for permission 
to hold a post-mortem of the body. 

The longest case on record of sus- 
taining life of a patient ill of l@ndry’s 
disease, by artificial respiration, was 
that of a Swedish girl in St. Paul, 
Minn., who lived 41 days. That case 
was reported in the Philadelphia Med- 
ical Journal December 3, 1898, by Dr.

Brides at 15 or Under 


New York, March 10 (By A. P.). 
There are345,000 girls in the United 
States who, with the consent of 
their parents, have become brides 
and mothers at the age of 15 years 
or under, says a report made public 
by the New York League of Women 
Voters today. 

These girls have become the wives 
of men ranging in age from 16 to 
52 years, the report says.

to defeat him. 

Crowe obtained a subpena duces 
tecum, which required the election 
commissioners to submit their entire 
record to the grand jury. True bills 
yore voted yesterday and the indict- 
ments returned today.

In a statement given out yesterday 


by Chairman Green, of the House ways) 


and means committee, on the evasion) 


of surtaxes, he emphasizes the difficulty | 


of amending the law so as to reach 
successfully those cases in which cor- 
porations are formed or used to evade 
taxation. It is well understood that 
the ways and means committee will 
give this subject close attention when 
the revenue law is revised which will 
supposedly be at the next session. 

Chairman Green discussed phases of 
the recent report of L. H. Parker, as. 
chief of the division of investigation of 
the joint committee on taxation. In 
that report, Mr. Parker calls attention 
to various cases in which corporations 
were formed to avoid taxation. His re- 
port also indicates that section 220, of 
the revenue law, which is intended to 
penalize that sort of thing, is not be- 
ing effectively enforced. ; 

While Chairman Green did not.make 
an estimate yesterday of the losses in 
taxes to the government by this method 
of evasion, it is declared on good au- 


thority it has lost $1,000,000,000 or 
more. 


Big Increase Possible. 


The Parker report shows that in the, 
case of one concern if its profits had 
been distributed in the form of divi- 
dends the government would have re- 
ceived about $168,000,000 more in taxes. 


Chairman Green acquiesces in this, al- 
though he says it has generally been 
considered this was not illegal and that 
section 220 does not apply to this par- 
ticular company, inasmuch as its net 
income is supposed to be used in its 
business.

Chairman Green said: 

“Some statements have appeared in 
the press which indicate a misunder- 
standing of the report on the evasion 
of surtaxes, made by L. H. Parker, as 
chief of the division of investigation of 
the joint committee on taxation. The 
essence of the report is that there is a 
difference of opinion with reference to 
the construction of section 220 of the 
revenue law, which provides a penalty 
where a corporation is “formed or avail- 
ed of” for the purpose of evading taxa- 
tion, and that if a certain construc- 
tion is applied this section would have 
little force and effect, and the law 
ought to be amended. 

“The statements in the press referred 
particularly to that portion of the 
report which cites a case of a corpora- 
tion whose net income, from 1922 to 
1925, totaled over 525,000,000, but 
which only distributed about $45,000,- 
000 in dividends. The Parker report 
goes on to state that if all its profits 
had been distributed in the form of 
dividends (as manifestly they could 
not be), the government would have re- 
ceived about $168,000,000 more in taxes. 


Statement Nothing New. 


“There is really nothing new in this 
statement. It has been known to ev- 
ery student of our Federal system of 
taxation that this corporation, which is 
engaged in manufacturing operations 
and other lines of business connected 
therewith on an enormous scale, has 
in one sense been‘ the medium of the 
evasion of surtaxes by the members of 
the family which owned all its stock. 

“But it has generally been considered 
that this was a legal evasion and that 
section 220 was not applicable. It was 
well understood by the ways and means 
committee at the time of the last re- 
vision of the revenue law that this 
company was not considered by the 
bureau of internal revenue as being 
subject to that section, but no change 
was made in the law which affected it. 

“The report cities several other cases 
in detail, showing that, in the opinion 
of the investigator, certain corporations 
were formed for the purpose of evading 
the surtaxes, and concluded with an 
expression of opinion.by the investi- 
gator that the law should be materially 
modified or changed to prevent whole- 
sale evasions. The report was pre- 
sented to the joint committee in the 
midst of the last session of Congress 
and there has been no time or oppor- 
tunity for the committee to act upon it. 

“The subject presents a very difficult 
problem, and it is by no means certain 
that a complete solution can be found 
which will be practical and not result 
in undue hardship on the part of new 
and small corporations.”

Protest against the low wages of- 
fered by the navy yard for brick- 
layers was made yesterday to Presi- 
dent Coolidge in a letter signed by 
William J. Bowen, president of the 
Bricklayers, Masons and Plasterers 
International union.

The female continues to reap her ad- 
vantage as life goes on.

Likewise among 
those who die during the first week 
and the first month of life periods, 
when the child seems to die because 
he can not get a toehold on life. 

Of all the seven diseases of childhood, 
whooping cough seems to be the only 
fatal one that is harder on girls than 
it is on boys. 

In an early age period the females are 
found to outnumber the males. That 
surplus of 50 at conception and 5 at 
birth has given away to a deficiency. 
The death rates of women at all ages 
are lower than those of men. It is the 
old woman and not the old man that 
fillg the old people’s homes. The rea- 
son is that the male is biologically 
weaker. Popenoe gives the theories in 
explanation of this.

Mr. Work’s Pointer 
On Auction Bridge 


Jack-10 five-card suits may be 
bid initially if the hand con- 
tains three quick side tricks. 

In the article today we are consider- 
ing the weakest suit that ever is speci- 
fied as a sound original suit-bid of 
one: Jack-10-x-x-x being the suit 
under consideration. Jack-9-x-xX-x 
would not meet the requirements; 
Jack-10 and three others is sufficiently 
dangerous. One disadvantageous sit- 
uation apt to result from the bid of a 
Jack-high suit turns up when the con- 
tract is obtained on the left of the 
bid and partner with King and one of 
the Jack-suit opens that suit. Such 
opening may be extremely expensive. 
On the other hand, with such a hold- 
ing as: 

Sp.: Jack-10-x-x-x Ht: Ace-King-x 
Di: Ace-Jack-x Cl: x-x the hand is dis- 
tinctly too strong to pass; it might 
readily be the passing out of a game 
hand. It is not an attractive No 
Trump distribution and is more apt to 
be a Spade game and not a No Trump 
game, than to be a No Trump game 
and not a Spade game. Therefore, 
with any such combination, a Jack-10

five card suit should be bid. With 
greater side strength, for example Sp: 
J-10-x-x-x Ht: Ace-King-Jack Di: 
Ace-Queen-10° Cl: x-x, the same one 
Spade bid would be in order, and it 
also would be with greater length, for 
example Sp: J-10-x-x-x-x Ht: Ace- 
King-x Di: Ace-x Cl: X-x. 

In connection with the above, it 
should be appreciated that no Bridge 
statement is made unequivocally (“‘al- 
ways” and “never” being words which 
are not contained in a Bridge vocabu- 
lary); and that there readily may be 
hands which, by reason of their freak- 
ish length in the suit and unusual 
side strength, should be bid with less 
than Jack-10 at the top of the sult. 
But these hands turn up so very rare- 
ly—perhaps once in a decade—that to 
give them specific attention would be 
merely to confuse unnecessarily.
